Must Cut Loose from Party. 

The socialists, the emperor insisted, had 
terrorized the worker and had trod him under 
foot, and as men of honor the wage earners 
must cut loose from the socialists. 

The presence of the workmen, Emperor 
William maintained, showed they had not 
disappointed him in the expectation he . 
pressed at Essen and had helped to keep free ~ 
from reproach the memory of his friend, the 
late Herr Krupp. The working classes werd 
always the object of deep interest and so- 
neitude to the emperor. Therefore, he said, 
he was justified in addressing a word of 
warning to the workmen. For years they 
had let themselves be led by agitators and 
socialists under the delusion that they mus 
belong to that party if they wished to better 
serious mistake. 


. Sees Danger in Agitation. 
These agitators, the emperor declared, had

Oftentimes 
they are late in returning and are arrested 
and placed in the guardhouse, where they 
come in contact with a degraded element of 
humanity. 

“ The men of the army do not have as much 
money and their savings are not as large 
now as when the canteen was in existence. 
This is caused by the fact that the men go 
downtown, and knowing they cannot get 
anything to drink on their return to the posts, 
remain longer than they would if the can- 
teen was in existence, and so spend all their 
money. |

“The United States department of agri- 
culture has investigated the distribution of 
the disease now prevailing thoroughly, and 
has quarantined much more effectively than 
any state could, the entire infected district 
and a broad margin of uninfected territory. 
It appears that your cattle commissioners, 
without proper effort to ascertain the facts, 
have advised you to quarantine a still larger 
district, including some states against@which 
there is no suspicion. 1 

Will Do Great Harm. 


“To quarantine: against Pennsylvania is 
to say, in effect, that the cattle of Pennsyi- 
vania are diseased or suspected. There is 
no shadow of truth in the aspersion, and it 
will seriously injure the export of cattle from 
all the states, as they nearly all pass through 
Pennsylvania. The interstate commerce in 
cattle in Pennsylvania will not suffer se- 
riously as a result of your act, because the 
chief movement of the interstate cattle trade 
is into and not out of Pennsylvania. But 
you can understand the evil effect of this ac-

Ford rendered a decision today making per- 
petual the temporary injunction granted 
John Mulholland, a Superior street restau- 
rant keeper, against the members of the 
waiters” union and the United Trade and La- 
bor council. The injunction is unusually 
broad, affecting practically every union man 
in the city. 

Mulholland, last May, refused to employ 
union walters. Members of the waiters’ 
union picketed the restaurant, distributing 


dodgers asking prospective customers to 


stay away from the place because they said 
it was unfair to union labor. Mulholland 
secured a temporary injunction against the 
waiters and they were ordered by the court 
to stay away from the restaurant. 

The bridgeworkers’ union then took up 
the fight of the enjoined waiters and con- 
tinued to distribute the dodgers in front of 
the restaurant. Mulholland filed an amended 
petition, asking to have all members of the 
United Trade and Labor council enjoined, 


and a temporary injunction was granted by 


Judge Ford. 


The hearing lasted a week and was bitterly“ 
+ fought by the unions, 


In his decision Judge 
Ford said in part: 4 

„It seems plain that there was a con- 

spiracy on the part of the defendants; that 
the passing of the cards was the intentional 
and willing purpose of the defendants, with 
the expectation that the result would be 
the destruction, partial. or total, 
plaintiff's business, or that, to avoid such 
result, he would concede to 'the demands of 
the union and sign the contract in question; 
and further, it is plain from the evidence 
that plaintiff's business was injured and 
that he was threatened with hives e 
loss. 
3 combination of employers, the object 
of which is to wrongfully and maliciously 
prevent a discharged employé from obtain- 
ing employment, is a conspiracy. This has 
been given as a definition of blacklisting. The 
courts, both federal and state, have been 
prompt in all parts of this country to protect 
individuals the of 
blacklisting. 

The principle. asi the right in- 
vaded, whether it is a combination of em- 
ployers and capitalists placing wage earners 
upon the blacklist, or a combination of work- 
men placing employers upon the unfair list, is 
exactly the same. In either case, itis a viola- 
tion of the constitutional rights of the in- 
dividual to pursue any calling he will, not in 
violation of the law, without fear of force 
or oppression from his fellowmen.’’

Hatteras Perishes in Sight 
of Shore. 


MANY OTHER VICTIMS. 


Snow and Gale in Eastern States 
Break Wires and Interfere 
with Traffie. 


_-Norfolk, Va. Dec. S.—[ Special. Erne 
schooner Wesley M. Olear, in tow of the tug 
Under writer, was wrecked in the storm off 
Hatteras inlet this mor ning and the crew of 
ten men perished. The life savers stood 
by powerless to*render aid. The schooner 
went to pieces in one hour. Up to late to- 
night none of the bodies had washed ashore. 

The schooner was bound from Nassau to 
New York. It was of U6 tons and was built 
at Bath, Me., in 1891. 

The schooner Ida M. Lawrence was aban- 
dened in the storm off Hatteras and the crew 
of tem took to the boats. After a struggle 
the men were saved by the life crew from 
Creed's island station. 

The mate of the schooner Hudson was 
knocked overboard at Thimble light and 
drowned. 

The wind here blew sixty miles an hour 
and did considerable damage. Houses were 
unroofed, trees and telegraph wires blown 
dewn, and much uneasiness is felt for the 
shipping. 

The government transport Arethusa passed 
out of the capes yesterday afternoon. with 
toal for the Caribbean fleet, and some ap- 
prehension is felt as to the way in which it

The German steamer Koln, from Bremen 
to Baltimore, reported the crew of an aban- 
doned schooner aboard while entering the 
capes today. 

The three masted schooners William D. Hil- 
ton and Melville Philips, together with sev- 
eral smaller eraft, were blown ashore in the 
harbor and lower bay in this morning’s gale.

While it has been several weeks since the 
first shipment of hard after the close 
of the strike was received here, local dealers 
estimate that the supply is 1 ,000,000 tons 
short, the stock on hand being placed at 
1.000 tons. That, too, with practicaliy no 
cold weather up to this time to increase the 
demand for fuel. 

Although the probability that Chicago 
would face such a shortage was repeateaiy 
gorecasted during the ate summer, tew 
people who depend on hard coal for heating 
purposes made arrangements to adapt their 
turnaces and stoves to the use of port coal. 


Stock on Hand 1,000 Tons. 


There is no prospect, the dealers say, for 
the supply to be increased during the win- 
ter. The daily receipts, in t seasons 
nearly large enough to meet the demand 
witnout drawing on the reserve stock, are 
so small this’ winter they are hardly con- 
sidered a factor. And the reserve stock, on 


which. the city must depend, consists of 


1.000 tons! 
Strangely enough, the price of hard coal 


is much lower than it was during the prog- 


$15 a ton. While there is no fixed price at 
present it ranges from $8 to $9, depending 
on the amount of coal the dealer has on 
hand and his eagerness to sell it.

FROM Sr. J AMES’ CHURCH.

Comes as Surprise to 
the Singers, Who Are Deeply Af-

te Approaching Blindness—Vestry 
Provides an Emeritus Position for 
the Aged Director, with Half Pay 
So Long as He Lives. : 


The choirroom of St. James’ Episcopal 
hurch was the scene of an affecting incident 
ist night in the unexpected announcement 
f the resignation and permanent retirement 
rom active work of William Smedley, who 
as Been choirmaster of the church since 


When the announcement was made, and 
it was learned that the cause was fast ap- 
proaching blindness, which is threatening Mr. 
Smedley, there was not one present, from 
the smallest child of 10 years to the older 
men who have been members of the organi- 
zation for twenty-five years, whose exes 
were not moist. 

The keen edge of the sadness, however, 
was turned by the knowledge that the vestry 
and the rector, Dr. James 8. Stone, had, in 
recognition of Mr. Smedley’s faithfulness 
and service, created the position of choir- 
master emeritus, which will carry with it half 
pay so long as Mr. Smedley lives. 


Surprise for Mr. Smedley. 


‘The letter from the clerk of the vestry, con- 
taining this information, was read to the 
choir and was received with great approval. 
It was the first intimation that Mr. Smed- 
ley had regarding the kindness of the vestry 
and he was overcome by it. 

Although no official announcement has 
been made, it is probable that Mr. Smedley 
will be succeeded by Clarence Dickinson, now 
organist and in charge of the Methodist 
church at Evanston. 

The vestry of St. James’ ‘has decided to 
combine the positions of choirmaster and 
organist, which will necessitate the retire- 
ment of Curtis A. Barry, organist of the 
church. Mr. Barry will be offereda position 
with another church which will be at least 
as good as the one he occupies. Mr. Dickin- 
son is well known in the composing and choir 
fields. 

Makes Address to Choir. 

In speaking of his retirement, Mr. Smedley 

referred to his approaching blindness, and 
said he would have considered it a blessing 
to have been able to see the faces of his 
friends so long as he lived. 
The doctors have told me to come and see 
them.“ he said. and they will again see if 
anything can be done for me. This position 
which has been created for me, and I believe 
it is the first of its kind, shall be the pride of 
my remaining days. Whoever. comes e 
I want you boys and men to hold together 
and be loyal to him, as to St. James. When 1 
am away from you I shall write youa letter 
each week. 


Medals for Choir Boys. 


Dr. Stone spoke briefly and feelingly re- 
garding Mr. Smedley’s retirement, and 
presented handsome medals to Master Will- 
iam Lindquist, Master Vaile Steele Andrus.

Soft coal, if used for heating purposes in pri- 
vate houses, may cause a little more dirt and 
smoke, but it serves the purpose. Even the 
farmers, who in former years: bought an- 
thracite coal, with plenty of wood all around 
them, will be compelled this winter to use 
soft coal. 
| Daily Receipts Small. 

“The local situation,“ said Clarence J. 
Gray, secretary of the Peabody Coal com- 
pany, yesterday, is practically the same as 
when the strike came to an end. Although 
anthracite coal is being shipped here in small 


quantities; the supply is by no means equal 


to the demand. The worst feature is that 
no material improvement can be expected for 
several months. We are trying tosupply the 
market as well as possible, but there is not 
enough coal to be had to meet the needs.“

Sudden Cold Snap Causes a Rush for 
Fuel—Demand Great, Prices’ 
Advanced. 


New York, Dec. 5.—[{Special.]—The effect 
of the real scarcity of coal in this city, not- 
withstanding the promise of dealers and 
operators that there would be plenty once 
mining was resumed, was accentuated by the 
cold snap today. Dealers were in receipt of 
all sorts of messages asking why) coal or- 
dered several wekes ago had not been deliv- 
ered. They declared their inability to sup- 
ply one-fourth of the demand. 

The biggest crowd that yet has gathered 
at the depot of H. Barnes Sons’ yard, 377 
Water street, where coal is sold by the pail 
at 10 cents a pail, was there today, and re- 
lays of purchasers arrived until 9 o’clock in 
the evening. By an arrangement of the oper- 
ators it first had been decided that the sale 
of anthracite by the pail at this and other 
depots should continue while the strike 
lasted. It has now been decided by the deal- 
ers to continue this sale all winter. 

From 1,000 to 3,000 persons usually are sup- 
plied daily at the Water street depot. To- 
day 5.000 were supplied. 

Coal was advanced in price $2 ‘a ton by 
some of the dealers today, who had any to 
sell. Their excuse was that it was emer- 
gency coal, bought from speculators, who 
took advantage of the cold wave to raise the 

rice. 
n Station agents purchasing out of their own 
money coal with which to warm the patrons 
of the Manhattan railroad companyꝶgand in- 
cidentally themselves—is the strange condi- 
tion of affairs now existing at some of the 
stations. The company, for the first time 
in its history, has ceased to supply coal for 
the stoves in the waiting rooms.

Minnesota Supreme Court Decides 
Liquor House Cannot Slake Thirst 
ot Prospective Customers. 


St. Paul, Minn. Dec. 8.—{Special.]—The 
Supreme court today decided that the agent 
of a liquor house has no right to give away 


trade, and Henry Krebs, agent of a Califor- 
nia wine house of St. Paul, is remanded to 
the custody of Frank Jones, village marshal 
of Perham, until he has paid a fine imposed 
by a justice of the peace in that village. 
The law provides that the minimum 
amount of liquor which may be sold under a 


wholesale license is five gallons. Krebs was 


soliciting trade from Mike Fielding, a far- 
mer, and gave him a drink, about two tea- 
spoonfuls of whisky. He was arrested and 
taken before a justice of the peace and ap- 
plied for a writ of habeas torpus, which was 
denied by the Otter Tail county District 
court. He appealed to the Supreme court. 

Justice Lovely states that the retail license 
of the wine house confines its operations toa 
certain locality in St. Pauland while it might 
be lawful for the proprietor or an employé to 
treat a friend, neither can go to another part 
of the state and give away liquor for the pur- 
pose of securing trade without taking out an- 
other retail license wherever the trade is 
solicited.

Rolling Boer got the path first, and it was 
only a romp for the Durnell & Herz horse, 
which made all the running and won as he 
pleased. Jessie Jarboe was the chief of- 
fender in the jam and was closest to the win- 

ner all the way, but the stewards had no 
alternative but to disqualify her, and Jack 
Demund was placed second, although he was 
beaten off twenty-five lengths. The race fur- 
nished one of the few instances in which no 
third money was given. 

Jockey Haack, who rode Jessie Jarboe, was 
suspended for two Weeks by the mare for 
his rough riding.

Only the 
commonest gamblers will have any connec- 
tion with it. Everybody connected with 
this contraband game will de outlawed by 
the eastern and western jockey clubs, but

What they 
have to fear is the civil authorities—if not 
those of the county, then those of the state.

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“BIG” MILLS IN con- 
not. OF CHICAGO 
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By Getting the Warcheeses 


‘They Shut Out All Smaller Con- 
cerns—Great Falling Of in Numbers 
ot Barrels Held in Store—Rule Re- 
qutring Prompt Unloading of Cars 
| Expected to Be Made More Strin- 
gent After April 1 Next. 


Flour exporters and dealers wale reached 
the conclusion that the flour trade of Chi- 
cago is now absolutely in the control of what 
are known as the big” mills. This in- 
cludes. principally the Pillsbury and the 
Washburn concerns. 

The conditions, which have been slowly 
developing for somé time; have reached a 
point where they are attracting a good deal 
of attention from local handlers, who agree 
that so far as the Chicago trade is con- 
cerned the small mill, wherever situated, 
might as well go out of business. 


Reasons for the Change. | 

Several reasons exist why the interior mill 
grinding around 1,000 barrels daily cannot 
now do business with this city. A rule put 
in effect by railroads on Sept. 1 gave them 
only ninety-six hours to unload shipments 
before a demurrage charge of 6 cents a ton 
daily became operative. There is talk that 
after April 1 next the time flour can stand 
on track will be cut down in forty-eight 
hours, 

But the privilege of the receiver putting his 
flour into regular flour warehouses con- 
structed by railroads is.like the flour mark- 
ket, entirely nominal. The privilege is theo- 
retical only, because the big milis have leases 
on these warehouses from the railroads and 
control them absolutely. Where outside 
flour is admitted the storage charges are 
said to be four or five times as great as a 
regular public warehouse would charge for 
the same service, For these reasons the 
small mills have entirely abandoned siiip- 
ments to this point. | 

Flour Trade Falling Of. | 

Figures compiled in the office of Flour In- 
spector Rathburn show a marked falling 
off in the flour trade since these conditions 
became operative. May 1, 1902, the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy house contained 3,000 
barrels. Dec. 1 not a barrel was reported, 
The Great Western fell from 18,500 barrels 
down to 15,000. The Rock Island then held 
32,000 barrels; now it is empty. The Wis- 
consin Central has lost 10,000 barrels, now 
holding 11,000. The Illinois Central has 
dropped from 2,000 barrels to nothing, the 
Galena from 4,000 to 600, the St. Paul from 
19,000 to 800 barrels, and the Northwestern 
from 7,500 to 1,000 barrels. 


GENERAL NEWS OF RAILWAYS. 


Santa Fe Makes an Offer to Advance 
Live Stock Rates West of 


A 5 dia submitted to the west- 
ern roads yesterday by the Atchison, Topeka, 
and Santa Fé to advance live stock rates 
from the Missouri river to Chicago from 12 
cents a hundred pounds to 18% eents. 

All the roads, it is reported, have signified 
their willingness to accept this rate, as far 
as it applies to shipments west of Kansas 
City, but they decline to make a less rate 
than 23% cents from Kansas City proper to 
Chicago. The Santa Fe, however, will apply 
the 18% cent rate not only on shipments 

m points west of Kansas City, but from 
at point. 

Last August, when the Chicago Great 


Wostern made its contract with Kansas City 


packers and reduced the packing house 
produce rate from 23% cents to 18% cents, 
the Atchison. feduced the live stock rate 
both from Kansas City and from points west 
thereof to 12 cents a hundred popnds. The 
er lines did not meet the 12 cent rate from 

—— City, but did apply it from territory 
west of Kansas City., This discrimination 
caused the recent hearing before the Inter- 
state commerce commission in this city and 
which case the commission has now 
advisement. 

The traffic officials af the western roads 
have been in session here for the last thte¢ 
days for the purpose of arranging for the ad- 


vance in commodity rates Which had been 


reduced during the summer by certain roads 
filing individual tariffs with the Interstate 
commerce commission to escape prosecution 
for cutting rates secretly. In some instances 
the advance will amount to over 100 per cent. 


Decision Agrinst the Big Four. 

Passenger Traffie Manager Eustis of the 
Burlington railway system, who was chosen 
recently arbitrator to decide the dispute 
over differential rates between Cleveland 
and Chicago, has ruled against the Big 
Four and sustained the opposition of the 
Baltimore and Ohio and Nickel Plate roads, 

The Big Four had demanded a differential 
rate on western business out of Cleveland, 
General Passenger Agent Horner of the 
Nickel Plate argued that the differential 
privilege had been accorded to his road on 
Cleveland-Chicago business, and as the Big 
Four was not a party to that agreement it 
had no right to interfere if those rates were 
used for basing purposes on panacea going 
beyond Chicago. 

The Big Four held that on sel to dom 
pétitive territory west it had a right te 
meet all competition. 


Appointments 

C. R. Hudson has been appointed traffic 
manager of the Mexican Central railway. 
He was formerly assistant general freight 
agent of the Santa Fé and is well known 
among railroad men here. He will have 
charge of both the passenger and freight 
departments of the Mexican Central. W. D. 
Murdock, who has been appointed general 
passenger agent oi that road, was formerly 
district passenger agent for the Santa Fé 
at Wichita, Kas. 

Announcement was also made ot the ap- 
pdintment of J. A. Chisholm as chief en- 
gineer of the’Mexican Great Eastern rail- 
wey with headquarters in the City of 
Mexico. 


Transportation Notes. 
The sale of the Toledo-Detroit Shore Line 
Electric railroad to the Grand Trunk and 
Clover Leaf roads for $1,500,000 has just 
been ratified. A large share of the pur- 
price is to be paid in bonds. The deal 

will enable the Everett-Moore syndicate to 
caneat all its obligations due to the pur- 
chase and improvements of the road andi 
practically solves their entire on sit-’ 
uation. | 

Notice has just been given of an applica- 
tion for a charter for the construction of. 
a railway from Hazelton, B. C., at the head 
of the Skeena, to Peace river pass or Pine 
river or both, thence to the eastern bounda- 
ry of British Columbia. This is the route 
over which the, Grand Trunk officials say 
the projected transgontinental line is to 
cross Canada.

BALLAGHADERREEN, County Mayo, 
Ireland. Nov. 23.— Among the few shambling 
stone hunts which constitute the diminutive 
village of Feigh, just beyond this town, one 
of the age long tragedies of Ireland was en- 
acted today. An old man of 70 years, his aged 
wife, and an invalid daughter were evicted 
from a handful of land which the family h 
held and slaved on since the days when t 
old man’s grandfather was young and 
vigorous. 

Some weeks ago a son, 36 years old, an in- 
dustrious, hardworking young farmer, was 
forcibly dragged off the same plat of ground 
by the police. ‘Now the entire family is in 
the roadway, except for the charity of neigh- 
bors, and the‘landlord, Lord de Freyne, holds 
undisputed possession, thanks to a guard of 
police and paid emergency men. The rent 
involved was about 70. the 


Typical Eviction Case. 

This cage is typical of the evictions now 
under way in western Ireland, the center of 
the fight of the tenants for land settlement 
legislation which will allow them to buy their 
holdings, have them drained and improved 
so that they will yteld crops sufficient to sup- 
port their families.

However, thé 
increased earnings last year over the pre- 
vious year were 25 per cent. An increase of 
even 20 per cent in the current fiscal year 
would make earnings $941,767, or $152,442 in 
excess of full dividend requirements.

‘been a task frequently attempted but rare - 
ly” even indifferently accomplished by the 
master workers in all lines of art. The 
painter, the poet, the sculptor, the musician 
has endeavored to describe, in the mate- 
rials in which he worked, the aspect and 
the joys of heaven, ann the result has 1 
every instance been failure. 

The subject is one of too much uncer- 
tainty, too incomprehensible to finite mind, 
for successful treatment in pigment, -word, 
marbie, or tone. The torments of the 
damned may be more easily and success- 
fully described and art has in several in- 
stances produced works that tellingly sug- 
= the imagined horrors of the bottom- 

lens pit. Pain, suffering, and hate are dra- 
matic, and, therefore, possible of effective 
treatment artistically, but goodness and 
happiness when raised to the superlative 
degree consistent with the idea of orthodox 
heavén become too calm, too uniformly 
quiet, too dull, tor use in art. ; 


It is not surprising, therefore, that Liszt. 
has not succeeded in making the last move- 
ment of his Dante symphony. effective and 
interesting. He has attempted the impos- 
sible and has accomplished what every 
creature does who undertakes that task. 
He has done more with the first part, Infer- 
no, but it must be confessed that heard now 
By ears accustomed to the cacophony and 
uproar of Strauss and the other moderns, 
the daring of Liszt seems but mild and 
harmless. We have passed the point where 
such “ horrors’’ as he depicted stir or rouse 
us in the least. 

The one portion of this first: movement 
that attracts is the Paola and Francesca 
episode, which is beautiful, both in musical 
conception and treatment. It forms a queer 
incident in the musical experiences in the 
Inferno and makes the hearer favor still 
more strongly this section of the Dante- 
Liszt afterworld, The Purgatory is chiefly 
u series of more or less impressive sflences. 
When Lisst seemed desirous of producing a 
particularly awe inspiring effect he wrote.

D’ Annunzio gives. much room to the minor 


characters of the play, thus cluttering it at 


‘times with nonessential matter. But at the 
crucial moments the play is retarded not at 
all; nor is the poetry hindered by the frank- 
ness of the situation. 
ret in spite of all the dramatic power—and 
one imagines how perfectly Duse carries out 
the passion and spirit of the play—there is 
something lacking; something of spirituality, 
of delicacy... One cannot lay his finger on the 
spot where this is found wanting. It isin the 
atmosphere of the play. One is offended by 
the amount of deceit, by revolting incidents, 
by the animal like natures and emotions. 
Not that all this is not in keeping with those 
. half barbarous times, but it needs a poet of 
greater refinement of touch, of less Latin 
mind to raise the standard of the play to 
that of Stephen Phillips. (Frederick A.

The New York critics, while Ae him 
‘essentially German in’ his method of 
singing, found much in his performance to 
commend. -He, they believe, will prove a 
valuable member of the company, one com- 
petent to fill that sort of all around utility 
tenor, occupied in years past by Dippel. but 
able to fill it with more of satisfaction than 
did he. Persons familiar with opera in Dres- 
den know Anthes as the leading tenor of the 
Royal opera house there, and, while recogniz- 
ing the shortcomings his work discovers 


which has not had its equal dramatically or 
vocally on the German operatic stage since 
Max Alvary died; his Walther in Die Meis- 
tersinger”’ has many fine polnts to commend 
it to the admirers of Wagner's masterwork; 
his Loge in Rheingold” is a far more 
finely conceived and rounded piece of artistic 
portrayal than is Van Dyke's; and his Tann- 
user, and even his Tristan, his Siegmund,
